(New Haven) and entered Yale in 
1872. He was elected to Delta Kap- 
pa in his freshman year,

Beta Chi in his sophomore ycra, 
and Delta Kappa Spsilon in his 
junior year. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Senior Society of Skull 
and Bones. 


He. was valedictorian of hie class 


and took

scholraships. He wa.s the recipient 
of Winthrop prizes for "students 
most thoroughly acquainted with 
the Greek and Latin poets," the 
Clarke prize for the solution 
os 


astronomical problems, and one of 
the Townsend prizes for 
English 


composition. 


He studied political scien.ee in 


New Haven for a year after his 
sraduatiph in 3875 <inu continued 
'his studies for the next two years 
at the University of Berlin. 
On 


his return from ICuiope, in the au- 
tumn of 3879, he was made a tutor/ 
in Yale College, giving instruction 
in Greek, logic. German and Ro- 
man law. His tutorship ended in 
1883, and about that time began 
his work in the field ff the history 
and science of railroad transporta- 
tion, in which he accomplished con- 
siderable 
important work, 
and 


raised himself to the position of an 
acknowledged 
authority. 
From 


1883 to 1886 he was university lec- 
turer 
on railroad administration. 


In the latter year he was appoint- 
ed professor of political science in 
the graduate department, and in 
1891 he was transferred to the chair 
of political economy in Yale col- 
lege, which he held till his election 
to the presidency in 1899.

Admiral von Tirpitz spent, his last 


years at Feldnftng on the shores of 
Starnbergrr Lake in Bavaria. There 
he lived in n. comparatively small 
villa surrounded by a garden, nnd 
entertained visitors from all parts 
of the world. 
The aged iidmiral 


was the father of two sons and two 
daughters, born ot his happy mar- 
riage to Marie Llpke.

and 1912 providing for the enlarge- 
ment of tho German fleet and he 
successfully put them through the 
Reichstag. 
He not only conduct- 


ed the important parliamentary ad- 
vocacy ot the bills, but also an ex- 
tensive campaign of publicity and 


the policy, perhaps, that galled the 
admiral most. 


In his 
book, 
"Erfinncrungen," 


tMcmories) published in 1919, von 
Tirpitz described 
with 
dramatic 


vividness the diplomatic 
scruples 


nnd intrigues thai ultimately led 
to royal disfavor. He insisted t,hat 
Germany, by systematic onslaughts 
on the Russian front, was doing 
England a great favor since there- 
by the decimated western Germany 
front. Was placed in a purely defen- 
sive position. 
Above all, he held, 


the German naval forces were de- 
prived of the necessary support, for 
a sudden offensivn against England. 
He firmly believed the fighting ma- 
terial of the German liavy to he 
superior lo that of the British na- 
vy.

Many ministers without churches 


are having heart-breaking experi- 
ences while wailing for a "call." 
Only the rare one understands that 
anywhere may be a pulpit for the 
man with n real Gospel; and (hat 
in order to prearh it. is not neces- 
sary to stand behind a pulpit, and 
face pews. Jesus usually delivered 
His messages nut of doors, by the 
highways, along the sea or on a 
hillside. 
When He spoke in the 


conventional organized church of 
His day, which was the synagogue, 
He usually had trouble. 


More than one sensible minister, 


finding himself without an organiz- 
ed flock, has gone out. and gathered 
up his own company from among 
the unchurched, 
and 
developed 


them into a great congregation. Je- 
r.us took people as He found them, 
along the ways of life which they 
were wont to frequent and2Ho spoke 
t.o them in language understood by 
the common people. He had no set 
sermon forms. 
But He was fond 


of telling- tales in which were cm- 
bodied groat truths. 


With a Bonl for Pulpit. 


So wo have the 
famous 
story 


which is today's Lesson set against 
a background of land and water. 
These were the days of the popu- 
larity of Jesus, and crowds throng- 
ed Him wherever He went. 
Then, 


as now t.here was so much human 
need in the world, and so much 
real eagerness for truth concerning 
eternal things, as well as so much 
idle curiosity, that the Master was 
simply overwhelmed by the multi- 
tudes. 


On thjs occasion, with ready re- 


sourcefulness, He took refuge in a 
fishing boat. Hemmed in by crowds 
there was no chance for Him on 
short to"face them all and gel a 
fair hearing. Therefore the messy, 
scaly, unsavory craft of a fisher- 
man was turned into a pulpit. Push- 
ing off a short distance from shore, 
the Teacher had the great company 
of people in front of Him. 
Back 


of them rose the sloping hills, criss- 
crossed by paths and checkered by 
grain fields. 


Vocalizing fche Commonplace. 


Doubtless before the very eyes of 


Jesus as He spoke,, there walked, 
on a distant hillside field, a farmer, 
scattering grain by hand from a 
bag hung around his neck. 
The 


scene was one with which every 
hearer was familiar. Therefore the 
wise Story-teller, 
who 
embedded 


His profound preachments in par- 
ables, seized upon this near at hand

parable is in its fidelity to the local 
setting. 
It is still true 
of 
Bible 


Lands, but not of Europe ^of the 
Americas. 


Four aspects of the ordinary sow- 


ing by the oriental farmer 
were 


enumerated by Jesus. 
First, was 


the seed that fell by the wayside, or 
on the beaten footpath which runs 
alongside of the 
unfenced 
field. 


Only the birds were benefitted by 
this wasted grain. 


Cropping up to the surface, in all 


ihe Holy Land, is the underlying 
limestone rock. 
This is the basic 


reason why only half the soil of 
Palestine will ever be tillable. As 
the farmer scattered his seed, some 
fell on the "stony places," or on 
spots where the rock was barely 
covered by thin soil. 'Lacking depth 
of ground in which to hide, the seed 
wa soon scorched by the 
Syrian 


sun. 


Failure number three 
was 
the 


seed that fell amongst the thorns 
which edged the 
farmer's 
field. 


That condition needs no exposition; 
every agriculturist knows it. The 
perversity and power of weeds are 
woes of everybody who has ever 
planted anything. There must have 
been a great nodding of heads as 
tho Teacher pictured the seed thus 
choked to death. 
In Spite of All, a Crop. 


Arab farming has been 
called 


"the triumph of hope over experi- 
ence." Nevertheless, the 
fourth 


category of seed named by Jesus 
was the largest. It always is. We 
have crops everywhere because good 
seed is planted in good ground. The 
parable is one for optimists. De- 
spite waysides and stony soil and in- 
festing thorns, the harvest is gath- 
ered, sometimes a hundred 
fold, 


sometimes sixty 
fold, 
sometimes 


thirty fold. 
Those commentators 


upon life are all wrong who fail to 
follow this story to the end, which 
is a good harvest. 


Famine-tales, like the heart-rend- 


ing one which is now coming out 
of China, attract more attention 
than the routine news of the good 
crops all around the world. 
For- 


tunately, is the abnormal in every 
field that is still "news." It will be 
a sorry day for humanity if the pa- 
pers ever have to take to chron- 
icling happy homes, faithful wives 
and husbands, obedient children, 
trustworthy public 
officials 
and 


business men, as "news." The nat- 
ural and expected order of things 
is good sed in good groud bearing 
goods harvests. 
"Half Concealing;, Hal/ Revealing." 


Story-sermon, or parables, both 


conceal and reve'al. They,are mere 
stories to the undiscening, but clear 
messages of truth to the enlighten- 
ed. This Jesus told His disciples; 
adding the significant comment, "It 
is given unto you to know the mys- 
teries of the kingdom of heaven." 
This is to say, those nearest to the 
Master understand Him best. 
His 


friends have a perception not pos- 
sessed by outsiders. 
Love always 


sees most clearly, despite the fa- 
miliar proverb to 
the 
contrary. 


Those who follow after Christ 
in 


discipleship know more 
of 
His 


meanings than the wise critics who 
comment from afar. 


To His friends, Jesus explained 


the Parable of the 
Sower 
thus 


(Weymouth Translation): 
" To you 1hen I will explain the 


parable of the Sower. 
When 
a 


man hears the Message concerning 
the Kingdom and does not under- 
stand it, the Evil one comes and 
catches away what, has been sown 
in his heart. This is he who has re- 
ceived to seed by the roadside. He 
who has received the seed on the 
rocky ground is the man who hears 
the Message and immediately rc- 
eciveth it with joy. It, has struck 
no root, however, within him. 
He 


continues for a time, but when suf-

Tinney, 70-year-old Mitchell coun- 
ty farmer, today was convicted 
by a jury here today of the slay- 
ing of C. W. Scuddy, his landlord, 
and his punishment was fixed at 
two years imprisonment.

Smugglers Open Fire 
In answer to a command to halt,

The officers answer- 
ed the volley, and the rum runners 
dropped their loads and joined in 
the fight in an effort to put the 
inspectors to flight. 


Finally the gunmen 
retreated, 


but returned a half hour later and 
again opened fire. The smugglers^ 
had reorganized their forces and 
had been reinforced. About fifty 
shots were exchanged in the second 
encounter. 
The smugglers 
found 
they could -not shoot 
their way 


across the border and retreated. 


Shortly after daybreak three im- 


migration 
border 
patrolmen sta- 


tioned near the end of Park street 
saw smugglers 
advancing again 


from the Rio Grande. At a com- 
mand to halt the men kept com- 
ing and again 
unlimbered their 
guns. 


In the exchange of bullets many 


of the missiles peppered a nearby 
settlement. 
While the battle was 
at its height the smugglers sud- 
denly withdrew and disappeared in 
the settlement, 
Later when two 


patrolmen went to the district to 
investigate they 'were fired 
upon 


from a house of the settlement. 


Following the fight the customs 


and border patrol officials seized 
large quantities of liquor.

prse and give "people an opportun- 
ity to come into the city hall and 
transact business."

recting the meeting. 
Speaker Stopped 


Morgan bgean by reading a reso- 


lution adopted 
by 
the "Houston 


Council of Unemployed" addresses 
to the governor, secretary of state 
and to the Houston mayor. 


When he had progressed to the 


body of the resolution, which set. 
forth the demands, City Detective 
Martial took him by the shoulder. 
"You'll have to come ineidc," Mar- 
tial ordered.

Crowther First Witness. 
Crowther was the first witness 


appearing for friends of prohibi- 
tion, who today began their reply 
to the seven-day assault the anti- 
prohibitionists have made upon the 
Eighteenth amendment. 


Crowther argued prohibition had 


increased prosperity especially to 
the working man who, he said, 
had increased 
savings 
accounts 


and wore better clothes. 


Crowther told the committee he 


had undertaken an intensive in- 
vestigation 
for the Ladies Home 


Journal with the view of deter- 
mining whether the country was 
more prosperous as a direct re- 
sult of the 
Eighteenth 
amend- 


ment. 
"The answer which I arrived 


at," he said, ''Is positively in the 
affirmative." 


Asserting he had arrived at his 


conclusion largely by searching for 
an answer 
to 
the 
question of 


whether or not the working men 
of the country were today spend- 
ing more or 
spending less 
for 


drink than they did before pro- 
hibition, he said he had sent tele- 
grams to 129 people, mostly large 
employers of labor, representing a 
fair cross section of industry and 
finance all over the country.

"I found," his statement said, 
"that the net diversion of spend- 
ing brought about by prohibition, 
that is money which now goes in- 
to good savings Instead of over 
saloon bars—amounts to between 
two and six billion dollars a year, 
and that at the smallest estimate 
the country has 
diverted around 


fifteen billion 
dollars since 
the 
amendment went into effect. 


"This diversion is of double im- 


portance, for it has occurred in 
the lower income

formerly the percentage enpendi- 
tur for liquor was

largest. 


Therefore! of the

prosperity of this country during 
the past decade, prohibition, by its 
diverting of spending money has 
been perhaps the largest." 


"I received replies from all but
